•light refractive error lu a person of 
unstable nervous organization cause a

When a refractive error exists the 
ciliary muscles endeavor to correct It 
by altering the shape of the lent. Cn 
less tbe error Is extreme the effort is 
usually successful, and tho patient 
thinks he has good eyealgbL But a 
condition of tension exists In tho mech- 
anism of accommodation which will 
bo reflected In a long train of nervous 
symptoms, especially headaches, un- 
less tbe subject Is of an especially ro- 
bust nnd resistant type.

displays of art In gardening were the 
work of the greatest of French land- 
scape gardeners. Le Notre, who laid 
out the grounds surrounding Ver- 
sailles.

The members of the Minneapolis 
Garden club planted 325 vacant lots 
to vegetables and flowers In the year 
1911. 200,000 square feet to vegetables 
and Z50.000 to flowers. It distributed 
22,000 packages of nasturtium seeds to 
children; covered every vacant lot 
along two miles of the main arterial 
street with grass or flowers; cleared 
600 acres of rubbish, and screened 20,- 

planta. 

Under Its Influence 700 persons, not 
Including Its members, also gardened 
vacant lots, and 18.000 bad gardens 
at home. Nineteen hundred acres In 
all wet* Improved. According to 
figures gathered by the Survey the 
cost of i he Garden club was $3,684.43; 
the value of the crop was tll.80t.78. 

In Minneapolis there are 6.000 acres 
of vacant lot. sufficient to supply the 
entire state with vegetables. The eco- 
nomic value of vacant lot gardens to 
those who took them up greatly out- 
weighed the cost. So many vegetables 
were grown that complaints were 
made by the grocers Many of the 
stores were supplied with fresher veg- 
etables at a lower cost. People In va- 
cant lot gardens neighborhoods bought 
from the gardeners; ihe hotels during 
I tbe week of tbe Minneapolis civic 
celebration served vacant lot vege- 
tables. 

Three hundred and twenty-flv« va- 
were started. Of 
were abandoned 
lack of Interest on the part 
of tbe gardeners. 

For a fee of one dollar the Ilar- 
den club gave seeds for a lot 40 by 
120 feet; plowed and harrowed the 
lot: provided supervision and In- 
struction all summer, and offered val- 
uable prizes. It was soon discovered 
that It was not necessary to get for- 
mal permission for the use of lots. Since 
there was no cost to them, and the 
lota were to be restored In the same 
If not better condition, the owners 
had no objections. The local con- 
gressman secured government seeds 
for all the planting. 

Before th* middle of summer th* 
garden fever had spread like a con- 
tagion. Appeals were mad* through 
th* newspapers, and then by mem- 
bers of the club personally appealing 
lodges. Improvement or-

Spiritual Gifts and 
How to Find 
Them

In tha twelfth 
chapter of First 
Corinthians, and 
usually In Paol'a 
writings, tha 
church la repre- 
sented, as tha 
body of which 
Christ la tha 
head. As the head 
directs the body, 
and through It 
gives eipresslon 
to Ita will, so 
Christ expresses 
hit will through 
the church, which 
Is bis body, 
at conversion la 
united to the body of Christ, and 
thereby becomes a member. Each 
member has soma function to per- 
form. Just as the band or eya haa to 
the physical body. "To every man bis 
work." 

As each member has some function 
to perform, so also he has some gift, 
for the great head of tha church does 
not expect the members to serve 
without a capacity for service. "Tha 
manlfeststlon of the spirit ts given 
to every man." (I Cor. 12:7). 

Every believer Is bound to believe 
that he has some spiritual gifts, even 
if be has not discovered It, and even 
If other people think and say that he 
has none. God says he has, and that 
settles It, and the humblest believer 
will find. If be la willing to wait, and 
work, and pray, that Ood's promise la 
true. 

When Dwlght L Moody was exam- 
ined for church membership one of 
the deacons went home and told his 
family, that of all the people whom 
he had ever examined, young Moody 
waa about the most unpromising. 
Kv. nts proved that God s promises are 
more reliable than a deacon's judg- 
ment. 

The spiritual gifts which believers 
receive are not of their own selec- 
tion, but are such as find cl -noses to 
confer upon them. "Dividing to ev- 
ery fitan severally as be will." "God 
hath set the members every one of 
them In the body as It hath pleased I 
him." (1 Cor. 12:11, 18). 

Spiritual gifts are not conferred on 
us for our own benefit, but "for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of tha \ 
body of Christ" (Kph. 4:12). Too oft- 
en this is forgotten, and many a fee- 
ble church has unemployed talent 
enough in Its membership to make It 
a mighty spiritual power, If only Ita 
members would exercise their glfta. 

ft, Many Christians' question serious- 
ly whether they have any spiritual 
gift, and the devil encourages them 
in this belief. So long ns he can keep 
tbem Inactive in the master's service, 
tiny give him little trouble. As a 
rule this notion arises from the fact 
that they have never attempted any 
kind of Christian work. They have 
never tried earnestly to meet any 
•spiritual need, and hence they do not 
know what they can do. A duck 
would never know that It could awlm 
If It did cot attempt It. 

Gifts Are Different. 

It Is a great mistake to suppose that 
all splrituul gifts are necessarily gifts 
of speech. Ily no means. What a 
misfortune It would be If the body of 
Christ were all mouth! Let It never 
be forgotten that the eye and the ear, 
tha hand and the foot are Just as Im- 
portant as the mouth. Romans 
1J Ml 1 shows what a great variety of 
gifts the spirit confers on the mem- 
bers of the body. Among them Is 
cheerfulness, hatred of evil, patience 
In suffering, prayerfulness, and hospi- 
tality. The fact Is that many spirit- 
ual gifts are not recognized as such. 

About two years ago I was present 
at a football game between Yale and 
Princeton. On the grand stand were 
nearly twenty thousand people. Di- 
rectly back of me sat a young lady 
accompanied by a gentleman. She 
waa one of those healthy, happy girls 
that carry sunshine with them wher- 
ever they go. Whenever a good play 
was made, ahe gave vent to her en- 
thusiasm in the heartiest manner. 
Flnai;y, a Yale man caught the ball 
and, making a fine end play, he ran 
down the field in triumph. Springing 
to her feet, she threw up her hat, coat, 
and everything about bar that was 
loose, and shouted, "Oh, 1 am so glad 
I was born." 

The young man seemed equally 
glad, and I am frank to confess that 
I shared his sentimental Such splen- 
did entbustasml What would It be 
worth to the cause of Christ? How 
It would Inspire a church, or put new 



delightful. 
You may not have the gift of en- 
age to attempt hard things, or a pa- 
tience that never tlree, or a cheerful- 
ness that la contagious, or the faculty 
of making othera sea things as you do, 
or the gift of appreciating other 
pla'a good qualities, which la one of 
the finest of all. You certainly have 
some gift, for God taya so.
